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At the Crater of Yesuvins,
From (he Pall Mall Gazette,

Often as Vesuving has been desoribed, there
is one set of impressions which are perhaps
the most generally Interesting of all, bhat
whioh, from the natare of the oise, oannot #o
frequently be recorded. I refer to the impres-
siong of one who has stood upon the lip of the
orater and looked down while an eruption is
actually in progress. It ia not always that a
view of such asoene cnn be obtained. It was
a8t time when orash was following crash in &
manner that was qnite sufliclently terrible,
and when all the sutiocating steams and vapora
were belng driven to one side of the mountain
by a strong wind, that we were able to go up
from the windward side, stand npon the lip of
the orater, look down into the roaring nbyes,
and ses what the eruption of a voloano looks
like on the spot. -

That s, in truth, the only way of getting
an ides of what a repository of horrors a vol-
oano is, Without suoh a visil Vesuvins is
often a little disuppointing. It is nothiog bat
A& fine mountain, just like any other, says
Mendeolszobn, - Yon may ba a little disap-
pointed as you ses Vesuvias from below. Bat
you bave only to mount to the summit when
au ernption of any magoitnde is in progress,
to fiud yourgelf in the presence of appalling
plienomena both of aight and sound. Choose
the last tew honra of daylight for your ascent,
and then, 83 the darkness closez round, and
the world below becowes hidden from your
visw, you stand at the orater in the presance
of a ete e for whioh mno lapguage can ba very
extravagaul. For experlvaced mountainesrs
the effort required for the ascent ia pothing
remarkable, but for ordinary people it is
luborions l‘tltlllsh-

Yon arrive at the edge of the orater, and
there you helwold & soene [ull of awe and ma-
Jesty. The puddenness with which you coms
upon It ia guite startiing. Goiog nup yon
neither ges nor hear anything. Oge moment
you are clambering up the side of the cone
amid profound silsnoe; the next moment, as
your head riges above the crater lip, yon en.
counter a roar and a blaze which make yon
ghrink back a little. This surprise is oocoa-
sioned, I suppoze, by the formation of the
orater. Iti3 a huge bowl which comes up to
guite a sharp lip, about half a mile in diameter
and some hundred yards io depth. Towards
the bottom of this bowl, on the opposite side
to wheore we stood, was a great hole, from
which all the projectiles of the eruption were
shot: the surfave of the bowl being composed
of lumps of lavas, stoues, and cinders, ail of
them smeared with salphur, previsely like
thoee npon which we were standing, As yon
monnt the cone there is between yon and the

nlf an enormous wall, which dulls every-
hing alike for eye and ear. Even while on
the steeps of the cone itself yon might be
upaware that the mouutan was disturbed.
y But a eiogle step seems almost ewough to
transfer you from the most densthlike stilloess
of0 the prandest exhibition of forve it i3 possi-
ble to cimoeive, ITustead of the monotonons
dull black of congealed lava on the lower
levels, you have the deep briok red of stones
that have been under the action ef fire, the
brightest vermilion, and every imaginable
ghiade of orange aud yellow that sulphur de-
gits are capabla of taking. The ground is
ot too; so hot, indeed, that you cannot kesp
your feot on the same spot  for many seconds
together. DBetwesn the chinks of thestones
you can see that a few inches bolow the sur-
face it 18 ectually red bot, Yon thrust in the
end of your stick for 4 moment and youn pull
it out chiarred. Uver all the farther half of the

crater there hangs a  dense clond of
pmoke aund wvapor; all around yon there
Is an atmosphere of sulphur which
gots you coughing; from nnmberlegs small

holes alont your feet thers issne with a
hifs sulphurous jets of steam which
nearly chuke yon as yon pass over them; and
then as you lovk down into the actual abyss
you are frce to face with the most appalling
phenomena both of sight and sonnd which,
perhaps, the whole of Europe has to offer.
Among the crowd of strapge sensations that
are experienced at such a time the phenomena
of tound are perhaps the most wonderful of
all, What meats the ear is, if anything, even
more terrific than what meetg the eye. Iven
to 6'g't the eruption is not just what the
imagination paints it beforehand. It does not
© nsist, we the plotnres neoessarily lead one to
8 8 ppose, of & contionons shower at all.  Still
1 &s does it consist of a continuons shower of
b ack sshes shot ont from a fire blazing on
the top of the mountains; it is rather a series
0" explogions, Dat the roar and glare of the
great aliyee are coptinunons. You look into the
pit, and though you see no aotual iflame,
yet iis aides are in A state of constant in-
candercence; from the mouth of it there
riges up incessantly a dense clond of steam;
and in the depths of it below you hear the
noise of preparation for the outburst that is
next to come. Then you hear a sharper
orackle, avd then without further warniog
follows & loud explogion, which shoots into
the air & torrent of white-hot missiles of every
ghape sud size. Bo enormons are the forces
at work that not omnly small pieves of stoue
gnd sulplhur, such as yon wight carry away
a8 mementoes of your vigll, but huage blovks
of mineral, each enoungh to load & rallway
ballast wagon, and all in a state of par-
fectly white heal, are tossed up as thonpgh
they were 8o muny oricket balls, The ex-
plosion lasts, perbaps, no longer that a
minute; aud then there i3 a oesaation of soms
peconds, with the noise only of internal prepa-
ration onoe more, after which the explosion is
i repeated.  That was nothiog to the almost
i stopifyivg din that was goiog on before ns—
moments when the daylight was over, and
the world below conld mo louger be distine
guighed—when we had vothing but the clear
atarlight overhead, and were truly alons with
the monntein; when the varled coloring of
the ground hiad disappearsd in the darkoess,
and la-.lllaillg eould be s¢en but the glﬂ.hul of
the burniug earth through the ohinka 4t our
fett, while the white-Lot glaring ribbon of
molten lava glided languidly down the moun-
tain at onreide, and before us was the lashing
of the iuper fire upon the cloud of vapor over-
panging the abyss, Take all these together,
d the ecene is, Indeed, rather difforent from
what you ploture to yourselvas as you cilmly
| in your newspaper that Vesuvias is once
paiu iu & glate of eruption,
b I epoke jnst now of the stream of lava which
glides down the monntain, In the first place,
%0 preniiarivies were observable in it. One
iwas tle marvellons slowness of its motion,
o the sarly part of its descent the luoline over
ghich it had to pass was precipitous; yet so
glowly did this wass of liguid fire move within
bed that it8 current was ouly jnst peroep-
gible. It seemed to be only just in motion.
Perhaps In some degree conpected with the
me coliesion which this lavguor of movewment
WMindicated wae the other prounliarity of the lava
lresin—the tenacity of its gurface, In Bppear-
gnoe, &% We EIOOU.‘J- above it, it was in & per-
fectly liguid state; it looked at thongh you
pight rofile its surface with the poiot of your
gtiok. Great, accordingly, was our surprise at
findivg that even with tﬂe very gresatest foree
yailable on the spot we eonld not wmake the
iglightest impression npon it. The largest
bemnsees of mineral that we conld lift we dashed
Jdown from above upon the burnlog stream, but
they simply bonnded across Its fuce, like a ball
apon & lloor, without producing the faiutest

apparent indentation. Moreover, It I8 com-
monly sapposed that lava is always projected
from the orater, and the lsnguage commonly
ueed in desoription encourages the idea, A
ftream of lava was seen to lssne from the
oriter’ is the sort of phraseology with which
one i3 most familiar fn scconuts of aruptions
that took place in bygone days. 1 am not
sare that this is ever striotly acourate; bat
with the crater In anythiog like its present
form it hardly seems probable. It wonld take
4 vast guantity of molten lava to fill that graat
bowl of half & mile diametar, which I sappote
it wonld have to do before any of it wonld
iin down the sides of the mountain, | saw
no indication that this ever took place. While
yon are on the mountain, the straams of lava
which have fssned forth and cooled at tha
several previons eruptions are quite distin.
guishable from ench other by thefr differ.
etioed  of struotore and ocolor. We saw
many such; but [ saw no indication of any
one of them having come over tha lip of the
urater.  In every single instance the sonrce of
the lava gtream geemed to have been lower
down the monntain, Certalnly this was the
case with the very fine one which borst out
just before our visit. As we stood upon the
lip of the orater it was below ns throughout
its whole length. The lava was isaniog from
# great flasure whioh it had made for itself
gome distance down in the side of the cons,
The gnides hurrled nus away from the neigh-

borhood of its source, becanse, they
sald, ¢t was qmuite possible another
orifice might opsn a8t &ny moment,

and then it wonld be all over with the pre,
gent gpectators. The experlence of these
men clearly led thein to regard this as the
normal wode of the emission of lava. In the
onse actually lLefore us it was being poured
forth evenly and continunonaly in o molten
state from the fisure; it descended for & short
distance, in a broad stream, to & polnt where
& bifarcation took place, and then the burn-
ing mineral went down to the base of the
mountain in two streams of pgrhaps twenty
feet each in width, looking in the darkness
like two broad ribbous of fire stretching down
into the plain,
